The Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road Company has consummated an 
arrangement with the proprietors oi' 
the Gettysburg and Harrisburg Rail- 
road by which the Reading will as- 
sume control of that road, taking for- 
mal possession at once. 
Mr. McLeod 
was elected President of the Gettys- 
burg and Harrisburg Railroad, and a 
board of his choosing was elccted to 
take the place of the retiring board, 
who resigned last week. 


Mr. VV. H. Woodward, who 
for 
many years has been superintendent of 
the Gettysburg and Harrisburg rail- 
road, will be retained by the Reading, 
being placed in charge ipt only of the 
Gettysburg and Harrisburg, but of the 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg and Pittsburg 
railroad as well, with his office at Har- 
risburg.

Cumberland Valley Railroad at Car- 
lisle, and with the Western Maryland 
Railroad at Gettysburg, the latter mak- 
ing way tor a short line to Baltimore 
via the Western Maryland Railroad. 


The acquisition of this road is anoth- 
er line in the chain which is being 
forged by President McLeod for the 
future and material prosperity oi the 
Reading Railroad Company.

Gable is 23 years ot age and 
his mind has become so deranged from 
smoking cigarettes and reading dime 
novels that he is now hopelessly insane. 


At the Pratt mines, near Birming- 
ham, Ala., Friday, an explosion of 
gas in a shalt where convicts are work- 
ed killed ten negroe convicts and one 
fiee miner. 
The bodies of the dead 
have all been recovered. 
This is the 
first accident of the sort in a long time. 


A story of brutal assault, murder and 
swift vengeance on the two murderers 
comes from Sandy Hook, a mountain 
town near Ashland, in Eastern 
Ken- 
tucky. 
Near Sandy Hook, Ky., Maud 
Fleenor died recently from being thrown 
by her horse, by George and John Wil- 
cox, brothers, who had been suitors. 


She had promised to marry Amos 
Queen, who had met her while she was 
teaching school near Sandy Hook, and 
about three weeks ago started to visit a 
friend near where she had taught. 
The 
Wilcoxs were passing the road she trav- 
eled, saw her coming, hid in the bushes, 
scared her horse, the horse ran away, 
and she was thrown and had both legs 
broken. 


The Wilcoxs picked her up uncon- 
scious, revived her, drew straws as to 
which she should be compejled to mar- 
ry, bore her to a cabin, and demand- 
ed that she agree to marry John, to 
marry John, to whose lot she fell. She 
refused and fainted. 
They tried to set 
her legs, and kept her prisoner in the 
cabin. 
When found by her brother, 
she said the Wilcoxs did it, and died 
soon after. 


The examination showed that she 
had been chained to the cabin wall. 
The Wilcoxs were captured, and con- 
fessed, whereupon they were shot to 
death by the brother and lover. 
They 
explained in the confession that they 
chained the girl because she had at- 
tempted to escape. 
Miss Fleenor was 
21 years 01 age. 


The farmers of Eastern Connecticut 
are threatened with a failure of the ap- 
ple crop, owing to the destruction of 
the orchards by hordes of caterpillars. 
In many orchards the appletrees are 
enveloped in their silky webs and have 
been killed outright. 
The trees lopk 
m if a conflagration had swept through 
them. 
Almost every wild cherry tree 
has been killed, except those in the 
thick forests. 
Every evening the farm- 
ers and their hired men go through the 
orchards, firing blank cartridges into 
the caterpillar tents with shotguns or 
long-barreled revolvers, for it is impos- 
sible to stay their ravages with kero- 
sene torches and other ordinary means. 


The Connecticut apple crop promis- 
ed to be a bountiful one until the cat- 
erpillars rushed into the State. 
The 
outlook is now that it will hardly be 
an average one. 


Wednesday morning Daniel Shettle, 
who lives on the farm of Alexander 
Frey, in Conewago 
township, York 
county, about seven miles from York, 
accompanied by his three sons went to 
the Conewago hills to chop wood. Ev- 
erything went along well until about 
10 o'clock, when in cutting a tree, it 
became entangled in the limbs of an- 
other one near it, and failed to fall to 
the ground. 
It was then decided to 
cut the tree against which the other 
tree had lodged. 
Mr. Shettle began 
cutting the tree, when suddenly the 
lodged tree unloosened, and tell strik- 
ing him on the shoulder and back of 
the head and telling him violently to 
the ground. 
He was almost instantly 
killed. One of the sons saw the danger 
and shouted to his father, but the warn- 
ing was too late, and the unfortunate 
man met his death in the presence of 
his sons. 
The deceased was about 45 
years of age and leaves a wife and five 
children.

MARY CLARIMONT, M. D. 


The condition of rural France has some 


resemblance to that of rural ]$ewEng- 
land. The EaonomUte Francais gives a 
-digest of a number of recent documents 
relating to the condition of the agricul- 
tural laborer there. Wages of farm hands 
have quadrupled daring the present 
centurv, and the greatest increase has 
teen in the lowest form of labor. The 
man of all work, -who was paid only 620 
per year, in addition to his board in 1SS4, 
now gets $30, while the shepherd, "the 
aristocrat of the farm," "who received 
then $62 and board, now gets only $120. 
His wages have not doubled, while those 
of the humbler workman have more than 
quadrupled. The increase of wages of 
farm hands is ascribed in part to the de- 
mand for labor in factories and on rail- 
roads, and in part to the military service, 
•which takes young men from the farms 
at the period when their habits are form- 
ing, and gives them a taste of town life 
from which they are never wholly 
•weaned. When their term of service 
expires, they begin to look for situations 
in the towns and to worry the public men 
to find places for them. These drafts 
upon the rural population, tending to 
lessen the number of farm laborers, raise 
the -wages of those who remain. 
The re- 


sult is smaller profits to the farmer and a 
sort of agricultural crisis. Still another 
fact in the matter of rural depopulation 
is noticed, namely, a diminution in the 
number of children. Several cantons 
are named in which there has been a 
marked decrease of population since 
1S68. 
In two of these the ascertained 


reason for a diminution of the number of 
births -was "the desire of the parents to 
improve their own condition," and it is 
added that this effect has followed. 
Here ire find real Mdfruiianigm in prac- 
tice.

Fresh-Water Commerce. 


P-robably there are few people whose 


attention has not been specially directed 
to the subject, who are aware of the 
magnitude of the commerce upon the 
Great Lakes. 


It has been asserted that more tons of 


freight pass-through the Detroit River 
in a year than the total imports and ex- 
ports of the United States for the same 
period. 


The commerce "of the Great Lakes is 


carried upon more than two thousand 
vessels, of which more than half are pro- 
pelled by steam. 


About six hundred schooners, some of 


them great four-masted craft, ply on the 
lakes during the five or six months when 
the straits and ports are not closed by 
ice. 
Manv more are small schooners: 


and nf these a large number, on -the up- 
per lakes, are owned and manned by 
hardv 2Sorwegian sailors who have emi- 
grated to this country. 


Steam is gradually displacing the wind 


as the motive power of the lake traffic, 
and steel is displacing wood as a mater- 
ial. The steam vessels, too, are con- 
stantly increasing in size. 
In 1SS6, 


there were but sir steel vessels on the 
Great Lakes; _in 1S90 there were sixty- 
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At the same time that these changes 


in the size and material of vessels are 
taking place, a change is going on in 
their ownership. There is a smaller pro- 
portion of vessels owned by individuals 
or small partnerships. The traffic of the 
lakes is rapidly coming under control of 
corporations possessing large capital. 


The two great iteaas of freight in the 


vast traffic of the Great Lakes are ore and 
grain. Many millions of tons of ore are 
yearly brought through the Sault Ste. 
Marie canal down the lakes. 
Seventy 


million bushels of wheat and four million 
bushels of flour go annually by water to 
Buffalo. 
The corn tonnage is still 


larger. 


Yet the Great Lakes are closed to 


navigation during as least six months a 
year, and winters have been known when 
Lakes Superior and Michigan were frozen 
from, shore to shore.—Youtffs 
Compart,

Tiie Symptoms of Various Poisoas- 


—Simple Yet Efficacious Me&ns- 
for Counteracting- Tfceir Effect. 


The first remedial effort- in case of" 


poisoning should be to enable the systeia- 
to reject the poison; the next, to coun- 
teract its serious effects; and finally, to-- 
begin the restoration of its normal tone. 
The poisonous substances usually found 
in the household may be divided into-' 
three classes, which include; (1) the- 
corrosive mineral and vegetable acids,. 
such as sulphuric, nitric, carbolic and. 
oxalic acids*; (2) the simple irrkaatsr_ 
like the strong alkalies—potash. lime,- 
zinc, etc.; (3) \he-specinc irritants, like- 
arsenic, iodine and phosphorous. Prus- 
sia acid, chloroform and opium belong to - 
the neurotic poisons, some of which 
simulate in their effects the symptoms of 
diseases of the brain and spinal cord,, 
producing delirium convulsions, paralysis- 
and syncops. 


When alfter eating or drinking a per- 


son is attacked with violent pain, nausea, - 
purging, convulsions, delirium, or great- 
drowsiness, the supposition is probably 
that poison has been taken, and im- 
mediate medical aid should be obtained.- 
While the use of the stomach pump is - 
the meet thorough means of empty-- 
ing and cleansing the stomach, its~- 
operation by an inexperienced person 
mav cause serious injury, either by Sood- - 
ing the lungs or by lacerating the surf ace- 
of the stomach, which has already been 
injured by the corrosive action of certain. 
poisons. The safest course of procedure-- 
by non-medical persons is the promotion, 
of the nausea, which is one of the indi- 
cations of poisoning, until free vomiting- 
hns been effected. 
The simplest means 


to this end are the safest in the hands of" 
am-one but a physician, that is.v the use- 
of lukewarm water in which mustard has- 
been dissolved; a teaspoonful to a half- 
pint of water, repeated until the stomach 
is entirely empty. 


The second remedial action is the ap- 


plication of some antidote calculated to- 
counteract the effect of the poison either- 
by combining with it, or depriving it of 
its deleterious qualities. 
The combina- 


tion of antidote with poison forms harm- 
less chemical compounds, or those which, 
are insoluble in the gastric fluids. It 
then remains to neutralize the effect of~ 
the poison upon the system, and to over- 
come any depression or shock it may 
have caused: these are purely the phys- 
ical offices. 


r 
Of the corrosive poisons, those most" 


freouentiy used in the household are 
oxalic and carbolic acids, creosote, and 
the caustic alkalies, potash, soda and 
ammonia. Oxalic acid has sometimes 
.been taken by mistake for Epsom salts - 
the salt of sorrel, or the essential salt of" 
lemons, used, like oxalic acid, for clean- 
ing purposes and bleaching has caused. 
poisoning. 


The symptoms of oxalic acid poisoning- 


are a burning sensation during swallow- 
ing, burning pain in the stomach, and 
almost immediate nausea. 
"When, therer-- 


is no vomirins:, sreat prostration, feebler- 
pulse and convulsions, death is likely to- 
follow from collapse. The antidote is- 
lime in any form—plaster or mortar 
chalk, whiting or magnesia, mixed with- 
water; but no fluid without an antidote, 
because ic would favor the absorption of" 
the poison. As is the case with most- 
poisons, white of egg is a useful remedy— 


Creosote and carbolic acid are so often, 


in use in disinfectants that they may 
prove daueerous, especially as death so- 
rapidlv follows a dose of the poison. 
The mouth and lips are whitened by- 
contact with the acid, the pupils of the-- 
eyes are verv much coE.tracted,the breath- 
ing becomes stertorous, and coma is soon 
foflowed by death. The possibility of 
relief is small, but oil may ba freely 
given, and immediately removed by the- 
free use of- emetics, before it can be ab- 
sorbed. 


Crude potash, pearlash, caustic soda,, 


washin^ soda and. household amaaonia- 
have an acrid burning taste extending to- 
the throat and stomach, accompanied by- 
great pain, tenderness upon pressure, ab- 
dominal pains and suffocation. 
The im- 


mediate relief may be followed by death. 
from starvation, owing to the closing of 
the oesophagus by stricture. Even ther= 
common remedy for sore throat, chlorate 
of potash, has been known to cause- 
death. In & recent instance an ounce of 
the chlorate was taken in mistake foir 
Epsorn salts, and death ensued within a.- 
few hours. The remedial treatment con- 
sists of neutralizing the poison by use of" 
some weak acid, like vinegar aad water, 
and the free consumption of the acid 
from fruit juices, lemons especially, fol- 
lowed by draughts o£«salad oil.—Harpers-- 
Bazar.

Professor Reynolds recently gave a-- 


practical illustration of the effect of fog" 
in connection with some new belting - 
which had been running for four hours- 
at Owens College during a heavy fog. 
The belting, which was new and bright- 
when started, was found, when stopped, 
to be black and loaded with dirt. It had 
been running at 4000 feet an hour. Pro- 
fessor Reynolds pointed out the resem- 
blance to'the dirtiness of an express train,, 
the phenomenon in both cases being due 
to the fact that the rapidly moving body 
conies in contact with a greater quantity 
of air in a given time than a stationary 
body, and, therefore, picks up a greater- 
quantity of atmospheric pollution,-—

Wages of farm hands 
have 
quadrupled during

present 
century, and tho greatest increase has 
been in the lowest form of labor. 
The 
man of all work, who was paid only 820 
per year, in addition to his board in 1884, 
now gets $80, whilo the shepherd, "the 
aristocrat of the farm," who received 
then §62 and board, now gets only $120. 
His wages have not doubled, while those 
of the humbler workman have more than 
quadrupled. 
Tho Increase of wages of 
farm hands is ascribed in part to tho de- 
mand for labor in factories and on rail- 
roads, and in part to the military service, 
which takes young men from tho farms 
at the period when their habits are form 
ing, and gives them a taste of town life 
from 
which 
they are 
never 
wholly 
weaned. 
When their term of service 
expires, they begin to look for situations 
in the towns and to worry tho public men 
to find places for them.

Fresh-Water 
Commerce. 


Probably there are ffew people whose 
attention has not been specially directed 
to the subject, 
who are 
aware 
of the 
magnitude of tho commerce upon the 
Great Lakes. 


It has been asserted that more tons of 
freight pass through the Detroit River 
in a year than the total imports and ex- 
ports of the United States 
for the same 
period. 


The commerce of the Great 
Lakes is 
carried upon more 
than 
two thousand 
vessels, of which more than half ai^ pro- 
pelled by steam. 


About six hundred schooners, some of 
them great four-masted craft, ply on tho 
lakes during the five or six months when 
the straits and ports 
are not closed by 
ice. 
Many more are small schooners; 
and of these a large number, on the up- 
per lakes, are owned 
and 
manned by 
hardy Norwegian 
sailors who have emi- 
grated to this country. 


Steam is gradually displacing the wind 
as the motive power of the lake traffic, 
and steel is displacing wood as a mater- 
ial. 
The steaoi vessels, too, 
are con- 
stantly increasing in 
size. 
In 
1886, 
there were but six 
steel 
vessels on the 
Great Lakes; ^in 1890 there were sixty- 
eight. 


At the same time that these changes 
in the size and material 
of vessels are 
taking place, a chango 
is 
going on in 
their ownership. 
There is a smaller pro- 
portion of vessels owned by individuals 
or small partnerships. 
The traffic of the 
lakes is rapidly coming under control of 
corporations possessing large capital. 


The two great items of freight in tho 
vast traffic of the Great Lakes are ore and 
grain. 
Many millions of tons of ore aro 
yearly brought 
through the Sault Bto» 
Marie canal down the 
lakes. 
Seventy 
million bushels of wheat and four million 
bushels of flour go annually by water to 
Buffalo, 
The 
corn tonnage 
is 
still 
larger. 


Yet the Great 
Lakes 
aro closed to 
navigation during as least six months a 
year, and winters have been known when 
Lakes Superior and Michigan were frozen 
from shore to shore.—YoutWg Oomj^an 
ion.

Tho Symptoms or Various Poison»- 
—Simple Yet ICmcacious 
Means 
for Counteracting Their EfTcct, 


The first remedial effort m case o f 
poisoning should be to enable the system 
to reject the poison; 
the next, to coun-- 
teract its serious effects; and finally» to- 
begin the restoration of its normal toue. 
The poisonous substances usually found 
in the household may bo divided into-^ 
three classes, which include? 
(1) the^ 
corrosivc miueral and vegetable acids,« 
fiuch as sulphuric, nitric, carbolic and 
oxalic acids; 
(2) the simple irritants^. 
liko tho strong alkalies—potash, lime,- 
zinc, etc.; (3) the specific irritants, like^ 
arsenic, iodine and phosphorous. 
Prus- 
tficacid, chloroform and opium belong to 
the neurotic 
poisons, some of which 
simulate in their effects the oymptoms of 
diseases of the brain and spinal cord,, 
producing delirium convulsions, paralysia- 
and syncopa. 


When after eating or drinking a p e r - 
son is attacked with violent pain, nausea,, 
purging, convulsions, delirium, or great. 
drowsiness, the supposition is probably 
that 
poison 
has been taken, and i m - 
mediate medical aid should be obtained. 
While tho use of the stomach pump is • 
the most thorough 
means of 
empty- 
ing 
and cleansing 
the stomach, 
its'- 
operation by an inexperienced 
person 
may cause serious injury, either by flood- 
ing the lungs or by lacerating the surface •= 
of the stomach, which has already been, 
injured by the corrosive action of certain . 
poisons. 
The safest course of procedure-- 
by non-medical persons is the promotion 
of the nausea, which is one of the indi- 
cations of poisoning, until free vomiting 
has been effected. 
The simplest means 
to this end are the safest in the hnuds of 
anyone but a physician, that is,' the use- 
of lukewarm water in which mustard has- 
been dissolved; a teaspoonful to a half- 
pint of water, repeated until the stomach 
is entirely empty. 


The second remedial action is the a p - 
plication of some antidote calculated to 
counteract the effect of the poison either- 
by combining with it, or depriving it of 
its deleterious qualities. 
The combina- 
tion of antidote with poison forms harm- 
less chemical compounds, or those which 
are insoluble in the gastric 
fluids. 
It 
then remains to neutralize Ihe effect o f 
the poison upon the system, and to over- 
come any depression 
or shock it may 
have caused; these are i)urely the phys- 
ical offices, 
' 
Of the corrosive poisons, those most;" 
frequently 
used in 
the 
household are 
oxalic and carbolic acids, creosote, and 
the caustic alkalies, potash, 
soda and 
ammonia. 
Oxalic 
acid has sometimes 
been taken by mistake for Epsom salts;- 
the salt of sorrel, or the essential salt of^ 
lemons, used, like oxalic acid, for clean- 
ing purposes and bleaching has caused 
poisoning. 


The symptoms of oxalic acid poisoning- 
are ii burnmg sensation durini? swallow- 
ing, burning pain in the stomach, and 
almost immediate nausea. 
When there- 
is no vomiting, great prostration, feeble 
pulse and convulsions, death is likely to- 
follow from collapse. 
The 
antidote is-- 
limeinany form—plaster 
or mortar— 
chalk, whiting or magnesia, mixed with., 
water; but no fluid without an antidote, 
because it would favor the absorption of 
tho poison. 
As is the 
case 
with most^ 
poisons, white of egg is a useful remedy- 


Creosote and carbolic acid are so oftea 
in use in disinfectants that 
they may 
prove dangerous, especially as death so^ 
rapidly 
follows 
a dose of the poison. 
The mouth and 
lips are whitened 
bj' 
contact with the acid, the pupils of the- 
eyes are very much contracted,the breath- 
ing becomes stertorous, and coma is soon 
followed by death. 
The possibihty of 
relief is small, but oil may be freely 
given, and immediately removed by the-- 
free use of' emetics, before it can be ab^-- 
sorbed. 


Crude potash, pearlash, caustic sod«,., 
washing soda and household ammonia- 
have an acrid burning taste extending to 
the throat and stomach, accompanied by 
great pain, tenderness upon pressure, a b - 
dominal pains and suffocation. 
Tho i m - 
mediate relief may be followed by deatk. 
from starvation, owing to the closing of 
the ojsophagus by stricture. 
Even the^ 
common remedy for sore throat, chlorate 
of potash, 
has been 
known to 
cause*' 
death. 
In a recent instance an ounce of 
tho chlorate was taken in mistake for- 
Epsom salte, and death ensued within a- 
few hours. 
The remedial treatment con- 
sists of neutralizing tho poison by use of" 
some weak acid, liko vinegar and water, 
and tho free consumption of tho acid 
from fruit juices, lemons especially, f o l - 
lowed by draughts oLual^d oiL-'ifar/^ir'«..

Professor Reynolds recently gave h-- 
practical illustration of the effect of fog-' 
in connection with some new

which had been running for four hours- 
at Owens College during a heavy fog.

It 
is a great waste to feed, oil the grass be- 
fore it furnishes a fail bite. The roots 
are nourished through the leaves.

in the leaves thar the food of plants is 
prepared for assimilation aud change into 
cellular tissue; and until the leaves are 
well grown the roots cannot grow. But 
when the leaves are well started the 
roots increase and the foliage then grows 
more rapidly, and as this grows the 
roots become stronger. IE is plain, then, 
that early pasturing stunts the growth 
all through the year, and is of little 
benefit to the animals themselves.—

PEAS IX THE GAKDEX. 


Early peas are usually a very profitable 


crop for the market gardener. They can 
be planted among the earliest of any 
crops, ia fact just as soon as the ground 
is in condition to work, and as the ques- 
tion of profit is largely determined by 
eariiness every effort should be made to 
secure this point. Choose ground that 
is either level or that slopes slighily to- 
ward the south, and prepare it by work- 
ing ia a very liberal quantity of good 
manure. Enough should be applied to 
make the soil distinctively rich and loose, 
so that its quality is apparent to the eye 
and the hand. 


To put the soil in the besi condition 


to secure quick germination of the seed, 
it should have the benefit of hand labor, 
provided the area to be planted is small 
enough to warrant this. There is no 
other tool that will put a seed bed in as 
good condition as a sharp-toothed steel 
rake. 
After all has been done that the 


plow and harrow can accomplish the rake 
can still be used to advantage to finish 
off to the depth of a couple of inches. 
Drills can then be opened by a small 
jjarden plow, worked by hand, and the 
seed covered by the same implement. 
The seed should be sown rather thickly 
in it, either by hand or tvith. the seed 
drill opened so as to let the seed rua out 
liberally. 


An appreciable gain in earliness is 


made b~ sprouting the seed before plant- 
ing by mixing it with the fine soil and 
keeping it warm and moist for twenty- 
four hours before using. Thus prepared 
and planted, the warm suns of April will 
lift the youag sprouts above the ground. 
The variety to be used is of course a 
"first and best," of -any reliable seeds- 
man. 
The kinds known as ''half- 


dwarf,1' will ia the average prove most 
profitable. But where space is very 
limited, or for forcing in hotbeds, 
dwarf varieties, like "American Wonder" 
offer special advantages. 
They require 


no brushing, and may be planted in close 
rows, bat to give best results the plants 
should not stand closer in the rows than 
six inches. 


The question of staking the vines 


should be determined by the availability 
of labor and brush. As soon as the 
vine has attained a height of a few 
inches it begins to throw out tendrils 
that seek for some support. If this is 
furnished the vine will expand more 
than if left to itself, and probably will 
have a greater fruiting capacity. If 
brush is not supplied to encourage vin- 
ing there should at least be some pro- 
tection afforded to prevent the vines 
dropping upon the ground. 
The pods 


are quickly soiled by contact with the 
ground, and in wet weather will rot. 
To guard against this stakes may be j 
placed at intervals along the rows, and j 
one or two strands of heavy twine ! 
stretched so as to catch the vines when j 
they begin to fall over, or a clean rnulch j 
mav be spread which -will answer the 
same purpose. The mulch, too, would 
be of value in checking evaporation 
from the soil in case of drought, but 
should not be spread until the season is 
so far advanced that the ground has be- 
come thoroughly warmed, or it will re- 
tard the earliness of the crop. 


Within a week from the first picking, 


peas usually become plentiful ia the 
markets and the price goes down one- 
half or more, and remains down while 
the bulk of the early crops are being 
worked off. Then the price often re- 
covers to nearly the first figure, as most 
Hardeners fail to have a "second early" 
crop sufficiently early to keep up a con- 
stant supply. To meet this need a; 'sec- 
ond early" variety cannot be depended 
on, but the same "earliest" sort should 
be planted again within a week of the 
first sowing.

TEAS IK TIIE

A special term of court began at 
Ohambersburg Monday for the pur- 
ix)se of hearing arguments upon the 
long drawn out equity suit between 
liberal and radical factions of the 
United Brethren Church.

It consisted of sovunteen tons, 
and was sold to the East India Company 
at $20 por ton. 
Iron works wore begun 
near tho same place in 1620, but wore 
destroyed by tho Indians in 1622, and 
347 colonists massacxed. 


In 1643 tho first iron works fairly 
established were erected in Massachu- 
PGtts, about ton milos east of Boston. 
The first piece of hollowwaro was cast 
at Lvnn in 16-15. 


During the French war in 1775 a num- 
ber of furnaces wero in ojjeration in New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland, where cannon" balls 
and 
bombs were cast in great variety. 


In 1731 thero wero six furnaces for 
hollowware in New England, and nine- 
teen bloomaries for bar iron,ono slitting 
mill and a manufactory of nails. 


In 1750 thero were four rolling mills 
in the colonies. 


In 1778 tho mo^t notable event in the 
manufacture of iron was the making of 
an iron chain at the Sterling Iron 
Works, Iweqty-fivo miles from West 
Point. 
It weighed 180 tons and was 
hung across the Hudson Eiver to bar 
the passage of British vessels. 


In 1816 the first mill was erccted in 
the United States to puddle iron. 
It 
was built at Plumsock, Pa. 


In 1840 the rotary squeezer was in- 
vented by Henry Burden, of Troy, and 
tho manufacture' of Nasmyth's diroofc- 
acling steam hammer was begun in 
Philadelphia in 1843. 


The first successful use of anthracite 
for smelting iron in blast furnaces was 
made in 1830, in Pottston, Pa.

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTKIAE. 


Heating bv electricity is promised. 
Compressed air signals are successful.

It is said tnai at last a satisfactory arc

The electrical underground railway in 


London has proved that a speed of 
twenty-four miles an hour is practicable.

or vaporization of the solid ends of the 
separated conductors. 


To secure uniformity in the painting 


and varnishing of their passenger and 
freighs cars some railroads employ ex- 
pert chemists to analyze the paints and 
oils used. 


A ^C^tle hulled ship has been delised 


by Caplain SescCE., oi OueEea, Ma;.*., 
tvhich is said to be absolutely unsinkable. 
His plan has received indorsement in tiie 
highest quarters. 


A new electric appliance is so con- 


structed that in railway train signalling 
it is impossible to give a clear signal be- 
fore the delivery of orders intended for 
the approaching train. 


The only onyx polishing works in this 


country, located in Rutland, Yt., -will be 
removed to Missouri and engage in pre- 
paring for market the vast quantities of 
onyx mined in Crawford and Pulaski 
counties. 


One of the two chimpanzees at the 


Paris Jardin d'Accliniatation inoculated 
with Koch's lymph died forty-eight 
hours after the operation. The lungs of 
the creature were sent to the Alfort 
School of Medicine to be carefully ex- 
amined. 


At Mont-Dol. in Brittany, already 


-well-known geologists and palaeontolog- 
ists, the remains of about a hundred ele- 
phants have been discovered, gathered 
on a small surface of about 1900 square 
metres. 
All the bones sre broken, and 


it is thought that the animals must have 
been eaten by prehistoric men. 


In response to inquiries as to how hard 


rubber can be polished, the following in- 
structions are given: Use a felt lap 
charged "with the finest grade of pumice 
stone mixed with enough lard oil to make 
a thick paste. Bun the lap at a high 
speed, and of course, apply the rubber 
to the side and not to the rim of the lap. 


A device has been recently patented 


in England for the purpose of removing 
grease from gloves or fabrics. 
It is 


called a benzine pencil, and consists of a 
cylindrical body about the size of an 
ordinary lead pencil, containing benzine. 
At each end thers is a thick piece ot 
felt. 
One piece is intended to be 


moistened by the benzine, while the 
other end of the pencil is kept perfectly 
dry to take up the superfluous moisture. 


A number of experiments on the com- 


parative palatability of insects, etc., are 
recorded in jfature^bj E. B. Tichener and 
F. Finn, 
The insects experimented 


upon-—consisting of beetles, moths,bees, 
etc.—were offered to domestic mice, 
common toads, and a common mynali. 
The results evinced considerable varia- 
bility and some caprice in the tastes of 
the animals fed, but do not indicate that 
their appetites were voracious for the 
delicacies given them. The stronger 
beetles were taken with some hesitation. 
The mice declined to take bumble-bees; 
the mynah ate -wasps greedily; the toads 
readily took wasps and bees, and "were 
often stung, -without seeming to -pay 
much attention to the accident. 
Tie 


cockroach was eaten by the toads. 
The 


mynah for a long time refused, and only 
took it, as well as the earth-worm, finally, 
in the dearth of our insects. A few 
centipeds were given to the mice and the 
mynah, but were never eaten, though 
the mice, in one case, eagerly seized and 
killed a large specimen. 


Tin in Silk. 


An ingenious Frenchman has discov- 


ered a process of recovering the tin. con- 
tained in the wash waters of silks -which 
have been -weighted, and has accordingly 
received from, the French Society for the 
Encouragement of National Industry the 
prize allotted for the utilization of resid- 
eral substances, and it is estimated that 
Lyons alone -will effect an annual economy 
of 650,000 by these means.

waste products, although it has been full 
of surprises and may be considered an 
amazing testimony to the genius and 
patience of man, contains nothing more 
remarkable than this profit derived from 
the refuse of this excessive adulterant. 
The question has been more than once 
asked -why silk rags had no value, but 
they may yet be sought after by dust 
contractors and marine store dealers, not 
for the sake of the silk, bat of the tin, 
and if we had an industrial mint we might 
contemplate the contingency of an old 
silk gown split and torn because it- was 
as much metal as textile, being converted 
into a dripping pan or some other kitchen 
utensiL—San Francuco Chronicle.

At Mont-Dol, in Brittany,

A device has been recently patented 
in England for the purpose of removing 
grease from gloves or 
fabrics.

called a benzine pencil, and consists of a 
cylindrical body about the size of an 
ordinary lead pencil, containing benzine. 
At each end thers is a thick piece ot 
felt. 
One piece is intended to 
be 
moistened by the benzine, while

other end of the pencil is kept perfectly 
dry to take up the sui)erfluous moisture. 


A number of experiments on the com- 
parative palatability of insects, etc., are 
recorded in A'iiiwriîjby E. B. Tichenerand 
P. 
Finn. 
The insects 
experimented 
upon—consisting of beetles, moths,bees, 
etc.—were offered to domestic mice, 
common toads, and a common mynah. 
The results evinced considerable 
varia- 
bility and some caprice in the tastes of 
the animals fed, but do not indicate that 
their appetites were voracious 
for the 
delicacies given them. 
The 
stronger 
beetles were taken with some hesitation. 
The mice declined to take bumble-bees; 
the niynah ate wasps greedily; the toads 
readily took wasps and bees, and were 
often stung, without seeming to 'pay 
much attention to the accident. 
The 
cockroach was eaten by the toads. 
The 
mynah for a long time refused, and only 
took it, as well as the earth-worm, linally, 
in the dearth of our insects. 
A few 
centipeds were given to the mice and the 
mynah, but were never eaten, though 
the mice, in one case, eagerly seized and 
killed a large specimen* 


Tin in Silk. 


An ingenious Frenchman has discov- 
ered a process of recovering the tin con- 
tained in the wash waters of silks which 
have been weighted, and has accordingly 
received from the French Society for the 
Encouragement of National Industry the 
prize allotted for the utilization of résid- 
erai substances, and it is estimated that 
Lyons alone will effect an annual economy 
of 660,000 by these means. 


The gentleman deserves his reward, 
for the history of the reclamation of 
waste products, although it has been full 
of surprises and may be considered an 
amazing testimony to the genius 
and 
patience of man, contains nothing more 
remarkable than this profit derived from 
the refuse of this excessive adulterant. 
The question has been more than once 
asked why silk rags had no value, but 
they may yet be eought after by dust 
contractors and marine store dealers, not 
for the sake of the silk, but of the tin, 
and if we had an industrial mint we might 
contemplate the contingency of an old 
silk gown split and torn because it was 
as much metal ai textile, being converted 
into a dripping pan or some other kitchen 
utensil.—JSan Francuco Chronicle^
